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Dear Sir: 



1 received a Notice of Abandonment for the above referenced patent application dated 
May 6, 2002. The Notice recited that a Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed on August 2, 
2000. I had waited for a response from the Office to the initial filing on May 22. 2000 and had 
never received anything except for my return post card and the Filing Receipt dated August 2. 
2000. Most importantly, I never received the Notice to File Missing Parts, 

On, July 25, 2002, I spoke to Mr. Joshua Day of the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
Division. He advised me to write to request that another copy of the Notice to File Missing Parts 
be sent so that I could file it along with my Petition for Revival of the application. I forwarded 
that request on July 25, 2002. I never received a response to my request. However, I was able 



to get a faxed copy of the Notice to File Missing Pans which I have used with the accompanying 
Response to Notice to File Missing Parts. 



I believe the Office erred in holding that the patent was abandoned. Specifically, I point 
to the fact that the Notice of Abandonment was sent 21 months after the. Notice to File Missing 
Pans was presumably sent and 15 months after the end of any possible extension period which 
could have been obtained. I respectfully submit that it is not unreasonable to assume that there 
was an err by some clerical personnel who found the non-sent Notice to File Missing Pans 21 
months after the filing receipt was sent and decided that, rather than send the Notice to File 
Missing Pans, to send out the Notice of Abandonment instead. I understand that this type of 
delay is not at all consistent with Office policy, and I certainly have never experienced this type 
of delay before. 

The 21 month delay in sending out the Notice of Abandonment, and the failure to respond 
to my request for a copy of the Notice to File Missing Pans both contributed to the delay in 



filing the Petition for RevivaL In view of the Office's failure to send a Notice to File Missing 
Pans and the subsequent 21 month delay in sending the Notice of Abandonment, I respectfully 
request that the petition fees accompanying the Petition for Revival and this Petition be refunded.
